Serious Effect on Health 
Of the Colony 


That the high-cost of Mving (Is 
having a serlous effect on the health 
of the community’ was an opinfon 
elicited during a visit to“ Medical 
Headquarters yesterday. . 

The Medical authorities stated that 
deaths from Berl-beri, one of the 
principal so-called nutritional all- 
ments, numbered 745 in 1936 ond 
7,229 in 1040.- , i 

Asked whether the large increase. 
in the number of deaths from this 
starvatlon discase was due to tho 
much larger population at risk, the 
Director of Medical Services answered 
in the negative, giving os his reasons 
the fact that, while the number of 
persons at risk- might have doubled 
between 1930 and ‘1940, the number 
of deaths from Beri-berl had not been 
doubled, but had been ircreased 
near)y ten times. Dr Selivyn-Clarke 
further pointed out that the propor- 
tion of deaths from Berl-beri to 
deaths: from all causes in 1038 was 
under three per-centum, whereas the 
proportion In 1940 was nearly twelve 
per centum (f®ur times the rata). 

Pellagra Deaths 

This year there has beer. a serious 
increase in the deaths from Pellagra, 
which numbered .768 in‘ the first six 
months as compared with 442 for the 
whole 12 months of 1940. 

Pressed for his views as to a re- 
medy -for this unfortunate state of 
affairs, the Director of Medical Sor~ 
vices expressed the personal opinion 
that a Government subsidy for rice, 
muking it possible for wage-carners 
to’ purchase enough of satisfactory 
quality, and communal food kitchens 
for the unemployed nnd destitute, 
should bring about an improvement 
in the situation. - . : 
: Vegetables And Rice

ing $2 in value, to enable the poorer 
members of the community to pur~ 
chase rice below the present price 
Ievel of $14 for “small broken”, and 
to encourage the consumption of rice 
containing the anti-Berl-beri factor. 
It was decided unanimously to urge 
upon Government the desirability of 
subsidlsing under or un-milled brown 
rice and the lower. grades of white 
riceo—with the blas in favour of the 


former. . ‘ 
: Rice Mills ‘ 
Mr F. W. Kendall, who had been 


asked by the Committee to report 


upon existing miHing focilitles, In- 
formed the mecting that, with the 
assistance of Mr D, A. Holmes of the 
Chinese Scerctariat, he had been able 
to trace twelve rice mills on: the 
Island, all situated on the Praya in 
Connaught Road, and one mill in 
Kowloon. Owing to lack of rice to 
mill, most of the mills had stopped 
working, at any rate for the time 
being. ‘ The Island mills were sald to 
be capable of milling 100,000 piculs 
per month. 

It was resolved to recommend to 
Government that unhuskdd rice 
should-be-fiaported,— stored-—under 
sultable conditions and husked as 
required. It.was pointed out that al- 
though the freight charges would be 
higher, the keeping qualities were in- 
comparably better than those of husk- 
ed rice, consequently tho need for a 
turnover would be correspondingly 
reduced, At the same time, Govern= 
ment could control the amount of 
polishing, if any, of this‘rice and 
might Issue unmilled or undermilled 
rice for sale at cheap rates to the 
poorer members of the gencral public 
most afflicted with berl-beri, ?

“There will be no change in the

leased Dimitrov because So- 
viet citizenship had been 
conferred on him he was 
made the world leader of 
Communism. - . 
He made Goering spit and 
splutter with rage by his attacks 
on the Nazis from the dock dur- 
ing the trial. He must have 
made the Nazi leaders rage 
again cand again during his 
tenancy of his present post. 


The Pact between Stalin and 
Hitler in 1939 did not put Dimi- 


trov out of action. . From his- 


ofice in Moscow he has main- 


tained all possible contacts with, 


Communists abroad, “guiding” 
them, sending messages to them, 
and when any Communist party 
has been able to produce a 
message of its own, giving it 
world-wide publicity.

QNE of his cliief assistants in 
his war with Fascism is 
that remarkable woman, Dolores 
Ibarruri (also called “La Pas- 
sionaria”).

His continental 
achievements are futile until 
Britain hag been overcome; but 


this involves the task of ob-|

attempts have been made to 
this end, but they have failed 
miserably. It can, therefore, be 
reasonably claimed, that ‘despite 
the overrunning of Central 
Europe, Hitler hag to date lost 
the war. 

Hitler’s progress if consider- 
ed'on a world map in relation 
to land population of the Em- 
pire, United States and Russia, 
ean be seen as no more than 
tactical successes against mili- 
tarily wenker Powers, which 
has left Britain strategically 


stronger than ‘she was a year 


ago. Britain's command of the 
seas, and the magnificent work 
of the R.A.F. have’ thwarted 
every effort by the Nazis to 
achieve their ultimate objective 
~—tho disruption of Britain and 
her Empire. The attempt to 
control the North Atlantic by 
the invasion of Norway, . the 
subsequent plan of invading the 
British “Isles and ‘dominating 
the mid-Atlantic, and ‘his ven- 
ture ‘in Libya proved failures 


because of the dominance’ of | 


the British navy and air force. 
These, are striking defents and 
have not, ‘perhaps,- been ‘fully 
appreciated: in tho light of Hit- 
ler’s ‘spectacular: triumphs’ ‘on 
tho continent. They’ may’ well 
account for his sudden decision 
to attack Russia—a gambler’s

LONDON, July 22 (UP).—A close 
relative of the Queen of Italy, who 
was born a Montencgrin princess, is 
rellably reported to have been 
interned in Germany after refusing 
an offer from King Victor Emmanuel 
to becoine Regent of Montenegro.

IT hag taken the world the 
better part of a decade to realise 
that Hitler’s supreme objective 
in life has always been domina- 
tion of the world. Europo 
scoffed at the notion’ until .a 
year ago, and only to-day is the 
United States beginning to ap- 
preciate the ultimate menace of 
Naziism. So far, Hitler has 
been successful in subjugating 
the greater part of Europe, but 
it is obvioug that he knows that 
until he has conquered Britain 
and disintegrated the British 
-Eempire,—his.—mission—will—-xe-- 
main unfulfilled. His continental 
achievements are futile until 
Britain has. been overcome; but 
this involves the task of ob- 
literating the British navy; 
attempts have been. made to 
this end, but they have failed | 
miserably. It can, therefore, be 
reasonably claimed, that despite 
the overrunning of Central 
Europe, Hitler hag to date lost 
the war. ; 

Hitler's progress if consider- 
ed on a world map in relation 
to land population of the Em- 
pire, United States and Russia, 
ean be seen as no more than 
tactical :successes against mili- 
tarily weaker Powers, which 
has left Britain strategically 
stronger than she was a year 
ago. Britain's command. of the 
seas, and the magnificent work 
of the R.A.F. have thwarted 
every effort by the Nazis to 
achieve their ultimate objective

her Empire. The attempt to 
control the North Atlantic. by 
the invasion of Norway, the 
subsequent plan of invading the 
British Islea and dominating 
the mid-Atlantic. and his: ven- 
ture in Libya proved failures 
because: of: the domindnce of 
the British navy and air force.

BECAUSE of the high speed of balls hit along the third 
base line, this position is known as the “hot corner” of the dia- 


mond. 


The baseman must be very fast, good on ground balls, 


and must have a good throwing arm. An accurate throw is 
needed to all bases, especially to first. 


1. POSITION, The 3rd_ bsmn 
should play as far inside of the dia- 
mond and‘as far back of the base 
line as will permit him to ficld that 
territory.

without which such practical and 
essential control no real. disarm- 
ament can ever be reached.

Outwardly they have suspended 
their activities due to strikes by the 
Chinese staffs, but behind this Iles 
intimidation by the so-called Soclal 
Bureau of the Chinese Municipality. 

Chinese — staff 
falled to report for duty since the 
morniig of July 15, although no 
demands were previously presented, 
It js understood that one member of

The situation took a serious turn 
yesterday when the apartinent of Mr 
H. J. Archibald, publish of the 
"Central Chinn Post”,-and “Reuters” 
acting: manager was ‘subjected to an 
armed raid, According to. advices 
received in Shanghai, itis understood 
that considerable damage to property 
resulted.
